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OFFICAL BULLETIN NR 729 FROM ARRL HEADQUARTERS NEWINGTON CT OCTOBER 19, 1978 TO ALL 
RADIO AMATEURS BT: During a meeting held Thursday, October 19, 1978, the FCC formally 
adopted an interprestation of Section 97.79 (d) of the Amateur Rules as it applies to 
autopatch. The Commission declared that autopatch over an automatically controlled 
repeater is not allowed. Any autopatch must be monitored by a repeater control 
operator. The FCC also directed its staff to send ARRL a letter indicating this 


interpretation. Further information will appear in QST. AR

counter featuring coverage to 550 MHz. The unit uses an 8 digit readout and operates 

on 6 "C" batteries or an AC battery eliminator, The counter board and time base are 

factory assembled and tested, with all other parts supplied to finish the unit in 

about 2 hours.

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EXCERPTS FROM THE RULES OF ELECTIONS, PHILMONT MOBILE RADIO CLUB 
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9) Electioneering shall be encouraged..... In addition, at the Annual 
Meeting, the candidates for President and Vice-President shall be 
given from three to five minutes for campaign speeches. 


10) The nominees for each office shall be put together on the slate. Each 
officer must be elcted by a simple majority of those voting, eliminating 
the candidate with the lowest vote. Balloting must continue until a 
simple majority is reached for each office. 


11) Absentee ballots are to be sent or given to the Judge of Elections no 
later than 8:30 PM on the night of the election. The ballot should be 
in a sealed envelope with the PMRC member's name on the outside so 
that the Judge of Elections can check to see that the vote is coming 
from a paid-up, eligible member. The ballot should state the member's 
Ist, 2nd, and perhaps 3rd choice as the case may be. The absentee 
ballot will be held in the election as long as the candidate who is 
voted for in the ballot remains in the race. 
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Absentee ballots should be mailed to Jim Spencer, W3QQH, in sufficient time for him 
to receive them prior to the meeting; or they may be delivered to W3QQH by another 
member on election night,
